Official Act

LONDON, April 21. — (CP) — 
Princess Elizabeth, heir presump- 
tive to the throne, performed the 
first official act of her coming of 
reigning age today when she 
stepped forward on a _ parade 
ground “somewhere in the coun- 
try” and received an 18th birth- 
day present from the Grenadier 
Guards, the crack regiment of 
which she is colonel. 


The blond, blue-eyed princess, 
wearing a “Guards” peaked hat, ac- 
cepted from the lieutenant-colonel 


' commanding the regiment a minia- 


ture of the King’s color of the first 
battalion of the Grenadiers, 

The presentation and the mount- 
ing of the guard were the only 
ceremonial observances of Prin- 
cess Elizabeth's 18th birthday. 

During the day telegrams and 
cables and other goodwill messages 
piled up at the rate of one every 
two minutes. 


FAMILY PARTY 

There was a family party attend- 
ed by the king and queen and other 
members of the royal family. 

Though legally a minor for an- 

other three years, the princess, 
now she is 18, becomes a counsel- 
lor of state. This means that she 
is one of those persons em- 
powered to act for the king in his 
absence, 

If at any time during the next 
three years she were to succeed to 
the throne, she would do so as 
queen regent with powers and with 
no question of the necessity for a 
regency.

Association With U. S. Not 
To Affect Unity of Empire

LONDON, April 21.—Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
said today that he had “never conceived that fraternal as- 
sociation with the United States would militate in any way 
against the unity of the British Commonwealth and Empire,” 
which he declared was stronger ‘‘than ever before in its 
history.” 

Addressing the Commons on 
Commonwealth -affairs, Churchill 
said that in his conferences with 
President Roosevelt he requested 
that their agreements specifically 
exempt Britain from any commit- 
ment that might be prejudicial to 
Empire interests. 

At their meeting in February, 
1942, he said, he did not agree to the 
mutual aid pact until he had ob- 
tained from Roosevelt “definite as- 
surance that we are no more com- 
mitted to the abolition of Imperial 
preference than the American gov- 
‘ernment is committed to the abolt- 
tion of their protective tariffs.”

14,000 Ford

Many Civilians 
Denied Permits 
On North Road 


Civilians must generally await 
the return of peace before roll- 
ing over the great Alaska Mili- 
tary Highway, statistics concern- 
ing travel over the road, issued 
Friday by the joint highway traf- 
fic control board reveal, 

Since the traffic control board 
opened offices here in June, 1943, 
there have been 193 permits for 
travel over the road issued civil- 
ians. Rejections totalled 600. 

Permission to travel on the high- 
way is granted only to civilians who 
are directly concerned with fur- 
thering the war effort. 

Bona fide prospectors desiring to 
prospect for strategic metals may 
make application for travel permits, 

Women and children are not per- 
mitted to travel over the road be- 
cause suitable accommodations are 
not, available. 

The first civilian travel permit 
was issued July 5, 1943. Many var- 
ied applications have been received. 
A student in the Southern States 
wanted to walk over the highway 
during his summer vacation. 

An Australian airman training 
in Canada wrote President Roose- 
velt for permission to travel over 
the highway. 

Both requests were refused on the 
grounds they would not be further- 
ing the war effort. 

Restriction has been placed on 
travel by air or water to Norman 
Wells from any point, Edmonton in 
particular, there being no facilities 
available or living quarters or sub- 
sistence at Norman Wells except 
those of the U.S, Army.

MOSCOW,.. April. 21—(AP)— 
The Soviets, who have won such 
brilliant victories on the military 
and diplomatic fronts, have turn 
ed on a home-front offensive 
with the opening of unrationed 
food stores and a general im- 
provement program. 

Foreign observers well versed 
in Soviet policy-making attach 
importance to the stores, which 
have been opened in many places 
throughout Russia and have made 
a deep impression on the people. 

With everyone well aware of 
the great sacrifices, the tremend- 
ous cost of the war and the 
struggles which have been going 
on since Hitler invaded Russia, 


but dozens of these well-stocked 
stores is designed to convince 
every Russian that their country 
is the mightiest in the world. 

Prices are as high as people ex 
pected, but you can buy what you 
want without coupons, ration 
cards, papers, identification or 
red tape. The stores appear quite 
as well stocked as anything one 
would see in Britain or the United 
States before the war.

To Dependents 
Service Women

The order, retroactive to July 1, 
1943, also authorized the payment 
of a pension to dependents of an ex- 
service woman. Heretofore no pen- 
| sion has been payable to any de- 
pendents of an ex-service woman, 
| Provision is now made for payment 
of a pension to dependent parents, 
brothers o1 sisters of a service wo- 
man in the event of her death or in 
the event of disability. 

The maxmium rate of pension 
payable to the dependent parent of 
a deceased airwoman is $576 a year, 
IN LINE WITH PAY 

The increase in the pension rates 
to the service women themselves 
would bring the rates in line with 
pay increases granted the women 
last year. 

As is the case with the men, the 
various rates of pension would be 


the same for all ranks up to, and in- 
cluding, lientenant in the army, or 
the equivalent rank in the other 
services. Under the new order in 
council, a totally disabled ex-ser- 
vice woman of the rank of lieuten- 
ant, or below, would receive $720 
per annum,

By this concession a soldier of 
any age on leave would go to the 
nearest military establishment, pro- 
duce his leave pass and cast his 
ballot with a commissioned officer 
designated to take votes. 

Servicemen, enumerated at ci- 
vilian polls in districts where they 
have establish d homes, must be 
21 years old if they want to vote 
in this poll. A man under 21 must 
cast his ballot at the nearest de- 
pot of his branch of the services. 

Another recommendation of the 
committee, aimed especially at en- 
franchising the more than 2,000 Can- 
adians in the R.A.F., provides that 
Canadians who enlisted in United 
Kingdom forces subsequent to Jan. 
1, 1937, may go to the nearest Can- 
adian election officer in their own 
branch of service and cast their 
ballot, 


Heydrich ‘Killing 
Held “Inside Job” 


NEW YORK, April 21.—(AP)— 
Belief “Hangman” Reinhard Hey- 
drich was slain by members of his 
own Nazi secret police was express- 
ed last night by Harold Kirkpatrick, 
a teacher of Pomona, Calif., who 
said he was an eye-witness of the 
bombing of Heydrich’s automobile 
at Prague in 1942, 

Kirkpatrick said two men wear- 
ing trench coats, one carrying a 
brief case, leaped in front of an of- 
ficial Nazi car. 

“The man with the brief case 
leaped behind the car,” Kirkpat- 
rich said. “His hand flashed into 
the case and out. There was a 
terrific explosion.” 

“Assassination of Heydrich was 

an inside job, because of two un- 
usual facts,” said Kirkpatrick, who 
was returned from internment re- 
cently. “He did not have his usual 
escort of two additional cars con- 
taining armed men and he was be- 
ing driven on a very indirect route 
to the city. Those two men knew 
he was coming. 1 believe Hey- 
drich was murdered by members of 
his own organization.” 


French-Canadians

Allied airmen supplied the background 
for Hitler’s birthday celebration by send- 
ing over 6,500 bombers which dropped 
9,000 tons of explosives on Nazi war plants 
and communication lines in thirty hours. 
Meanwhile Russian troops were finishing 
off the remnants of the Nazi garrison at 
Sevastopol. The anniversary gatherings 
cannot have been very joyful affairs. Be- 
tween watching the skies for bombers, ex- 
changing news from the Crimea picked up 
by surreptitious listeners to foreign broad- 
casts, and thinking about the victory-pre- 
dicting speeches of three, four and five 
years ago, the populace of Hitlerland had 
too many things on their minds to put the 
old-time fervor into the ceremonial exer- 
cises, 

Hitler is 55 years old. No man, how- 
ever long his life-time, has brought more 
misery to the world. The best that can be 
hoped for him is that his evil record will 
be completed before another birthday rolls 
around, Outside Germany that is the al- 
most unanimous wish of mankind. And in- 
side Germany there must also be millions 
who share the hope. 


Looking Ahead 


Once again we are having a Victory 
Loan campaign, and once again it will be 
a success, for patriotism and common 
sense should lead the Canadian people to 
buy as good a security as there is any- 
where in the world, and thus aid their gov- 
ernment to carry on the war.

The Theorist 


Government supporters in the Canadian 
House of Commons continually deride the 
failure of Mr. John Bracken, leader of the 
Progressive Conservative Party, to seek a 
seat in that chamber. 

On the other hand, Tory newspapers 
and even some journals on the other side 
of the fence are lauding Mr. Bracken’s 
keen analyses of Canadian domestic and 
foreign problems. 

These two facts are cited together be- 
cause they actually do bear a close relation 
to one another. For the chief reason that 
Mr. Bracken is able to make his many 
speeches is that he is holding himself aloof 
from the absorptions and cares of parlia- 
mentary life. 

It would not be true to say that anyone 
could enunciate many theories if he gave 
all his time to it and was not saddled with 
the duties of a member of parliament. One 
must admit that Mr. Bracken is an intel- 
ligent man. But the fact that he is content 
to be a pure theorist does give him an 
immense advantage. 

Whether his leisurely theorizing will 
still give him an advantage when he fin- 
ally gets into the House of Commons is ex- 
tremely doubtful. 

If and when he is called upon to de- 
fend his theories it is just possible there 
will be a terrific let-down for some of his 
present admirers, 


Something New Starting 


Lord Louis Mountbatten has shifted 
the headquarters of the Southeast Asia 
command from New Delhi to Ceylon. 
United States planes pounded the Japan- 
ese base at Port Blair, in the Andaman is- 
lands. British naval planes bombed the 
enemy base at Sabang, at the north end of 
Sumatra, opposite the Malay peninsula and 
covering the entrance from the Indian 
ocean into the Strait of Malacca—the 
waterway to Singapore. 

These moves in quick succession clearly 
indicate the opening of an offensive, plan- 
ned to rout the invaders out of Burma and 
Malaya and eventually out of the whole 
area they overran on the southern fringe 
of the continent. The immediate effect is 
to give Tojo something to think about 
other than extending his conquests to India. 
To hold what he has, and to keep his jungle 
troops from starving as their sea com- 
munications are cut off, are now subjects 
for his earnest consideration. 

It is not impossible that Tokyo may be 
moved to send its powerful and carefully 
husbanded battle-fleet south to smash the 
Allied naval forces and keep the sea routes 
open by which the far-flung Japanese 
armies in Burma and Malaya have to be 
supplied, This is improbable, because the 
absence of the fleet from home waters 
would invite Admiral Nimitz to launch an 
attack on Japan itself. But, save for that 
risk, the position of the Japanese forces in 
those remote areas is seriously enough 
threatened to warrant sending the battle 
fleet to ward off the danger. 
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Too Much Wheat? 


If there is one point on which public 
opinion is clear it is that there is no over- 
production of wheat. 

A few years ago it was pretty nearly 
unanimously believed in western Canada 
that the fact was that the world was grow- 
ing too much wheat. A few students of the 
matter said that the problem was that too 
many people who needed to eat wheat were 
not doing so, but those were hard times in 
Western Canada, and it was natural that 
the over-production idea became popular. 

Experience has shown that this is un- 
true. As Principal James of McGill told a 
parliamentary committee, the United 
States, Canada, Argentina and Britain com- 
bined only produce enough food to give the 
people of those countries a fair diet, and, 
since these four countries include the three 
largest food exporting nations, it is easy 
to see what the food situation of the world 
is. 

Western Canada wants no more talk of 
reducing food production, but does want 
to know how to get a fair price for food. 

In these circumstances it is peculiar to 
see Dr, Andrew Cairns, former economist 
of the Wheat Pools, being given a post in 
charge of the food part of the United Na- 
tions relief programme, 

This is nothing against Dr. Cairns per- 
sonally, for he is universally liked in West- 
ern Canada. However, he was the greatest 
exponent of world over-production of 
wheat, and it is not on record that he has 
changed his opinions on this point. If Can- 
ada is going to support this relief pro- 
gramme we should have some statement 
from Dr. Cairns as to what his present atti- 
tude is on this important question. 


Swedish authorities captured a ton of 
maps of Sweden which were en route from 
Germany to the Hitler military leaders in 
Norway. The maps showed in detail the 
territory which Nazi forces would have to 
traverse across Sweden from Trondheim to 
Malmo. Stockholm suspects that the maps 
were not being sent north just to broaden 
the general geographic knowledge of the 
Fuehrer’s leaders in Norway, but for a 
more specific and practical purpose; 
wherefore the route charts are not to reach 
their destination. How the Swedes will take 
this threat to blast their country with 
shells and bombs made from Swedish iron 
shipped to Germany may be of consider- 
able importance to Adolf. 


M. Laval went on the air to inform his 
countrymen that when the Allies invade 
France civil war will break out between the 
Loyalists and his pro-Nazi followers, add- 
ing that he has been worried about it for 
some months. The bright mind of the 
crafty Pierre has been working below 
normal if this only dawned upon him re- 
cently. Civil was has been going on in 
France for nearly four years, with Laval 
and his associates having the upper hand 
and shooting, imprisoning and transport- 
ing people at will. They will no longer have 
things all their own way when the Allies 
land and the Loyalists get arms. That is 
what Pierre is worrying about, and no 
man has more cause to worry.

| Main Battles in Pacific Ahead 


Naval Operations Easy So 
Far But Real Strength 


Not Met 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

The blasting given to the Japan- 
ese island base of Palau the other 
day by a task force of the U.S. navy 
demonstrates the surprising range 
and vase with which Allied naval 
forces are able to hunt in waters 
not long ago regarded as entirely 


under Japanese control, Admiral 
Nimitz’s communique claimed 28 


Japanese ships were sunk and 18 |P 


more damaged and 160 Japanese 


aircraft destroyed in the attacks on 
Palau and Yap and other smaller 
islands. The cost was 18 U.S. fly- 
ers and 25 US. planes. No ships 
were damaged in the task force. 

The island of Palau is only 530 
miles from the southern Philip- 
pines. This attack indicates how 
greatly the Pacific war has been 
transformed in the past six months, 
The prospect now exists that suc- 
cessful landings may be made in 
the Caroline Islands, in which the 
main Japanese bases are Ponape, 
Truk and Palau. When this hap- 
pens, two of the present command 
areas of the Pacific war will be left 
behind in the American advance, 
Admiral Halsey’s South Pacific 
command is not yet cleared of Jap- 
anese forces, for some remain in 
the northern Solomons, mainly on 
Bougainville. They are isolated. 
But already talk is heard in Wash- 
ington of a new command for 
Halsey. 

* * * 


Thousands more Japanese are 
isolated in New Britain, New Ire- 
land and New Guinea. Ten days 
ago, when General MacArthur's 
planes raided Hollandia, in the 
greatest aerial strength yet con- 
centrated in that theatre, they de- 
stroyed 288 Jap planes, all that 


were there. They dropped 400 tons 
of bombs. Hollandia is one of a 
chain of air bases by which the 
Japanese were ferrying aircraft 
and reinforcements down to New 
Britain. This will soon be impos- 
sible for them. As for the Japanese 
troops, cut off from sea and air 
support, an old phrase used by 
General MacArthur before the war 
illustrates what will happen. He 
said: “Cut them off and let them 
starve.” Sooner or later a wider 
command will be needed for Mac- 
Arthur, whose role is likely to be 
to lead the return to the Philip- 
ines. 

Ability of the American navy to 
make raids of several thousands 
of miles, as they did to attack 
Palau, is evidence of a vast float- 
ing capacity to maintain and serv- 
ice ships of war. They must move 
forward great quantities of supplies 
and, unless they merely write off 
damaged ships, establish repair and 
maintenance bases where they dig 
in upon new islands. Establishment 
of such facilities will be the gov- 
erning factor in the rate of their ad- 
vance, and the size of the transport 
job involved suggests caution in 
predicting much speed in reaching 
Japanese home waters. 


* * 


The strategy of the past six 
months has not been island-hop- 
ping. It has been leap-frog opera- 
tions, concentrating on _ strong 
points. Once the strong points are 
taken, dependent garrisons of Japa- 
nese in the area are done for, even 
if they do not surrender, The real 
striking force in the Pacific now is 
the fleet of U.S. aircraft carriers, 
which Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox said numbered 50 carriers 
now. Never before was there such a 
force of floating air power. 

Yet the Japanese, like the Ger- 
mans in Russia, are trading space 
for time, and saving the main bulk 


of their forces. The Americans have 
|not yet penetrated to the main de- 
lfences of Japan, whose home 
|waters and home territory form a 
| sort of “festung Nippon,” to use the 
German concept of their position in 
“fortress Europe.” Admiral Nimitz 
is clearing the sea route to the Phil- 
ippines, from where it will lie to 
the coast of China. Once the route 
is open, the Allies must establish 
armies in China for the defeat of 
the Japanese army. This view of 
Pacific strategy is not seriously 
questioned by any authority. It was 
reiterated the other day in the Aus- 
tralian parliament by Opposition 
Leader Robert Menzies. 
* * * 
It is the wisest to be cautious in 


claiming the Japanese will be easy, 
for the main battles have not de- 


veloped. The rugged defence 
staged by the Japanese in Tarawa 
in November, an island half a 
square mile in extent in the Gil- 
berts, should be remembered. Of 
Tarawa, a Japanese admiral said: 
“A million men could not hope to 
seize it.’ Its coastline was rim- 
med with walls of concrete and 
coconut logs, a chain of machine- 
gun nests with short batteries and 
anti-aircraft guns. It was all pill- 
boxes, tank traps, trenches and 
blockhouses, the latter being 
walled in five feet of concrete with 
ten feet of coconut logs on top 
of that. For three and a half days 
the Americans dropped explosives 
on it, About 3% tons of shells 
and bombs fell on its small sur- 
face, and every yard was heavily 
strafed from the air. The Ameri- 
cans lost 1,026 men killed and 2,557 
wounded, but they took Tarawa 
and wiped out the garrison of 4,000 
Japs to the last man, There may 
be more operations of the order of 
Tarawa when the Allies begin on 
island bases closer to Japan. 


When is it a “Bobby” Sock? 


No One Seems to Know for 
Sure Where It Got It’s

From the ether waves of the ra- 
dio as well as from the adolescent 
we have heard about bobby socks. 
As a result, everybody's talking 
about bobby socks and the bobby 
socks brigade. 

No one seems to know exactly 
what a bobby sock is and where it 
gets its name. The Hosiery Manu- 
facturers’ Association, whose mem- 
bers make virtually all the socks 
and stockings worn in this country, 
doesn’t know what a bobby sock is. 
The association's secretary says that 
professionally he hasn't the vaguest 
idea what they are. Anklets? Yes. 
Shert of half socks? Of course. 
In 1943 hosiery mills rolled out 
about 300,000,000 pairs of anklets. 
But no bobby socks! 

Further research reveals that a 
bobby sock actually is nothing 
more than an anklet, that it be- 
comes a bobby sock only on the re- 
ttailer’s counter, and then only in 
the presence of the purchaser. 

If mother needs something to 
wear at home to spell out her Jast 
remaining pair of nylons, or for 
use with overalls at the war plant, 
she too gets a pair of anklets. 

But if the purchaser is a teen- 
age, High school girl, or a croon- 
swooning adolescent, shé¢ picks up 
from the same pile of anklets at 
the same hosiery counter a pair of 
bobby socks. 


Changes Name 

The purchaser and her motives 
change an innocent pair of anklets 
into a sociological problem. 

In the United States the police 
and social workers have been 
searching crowded war-boom towns 
for runaways and “victory girls”, 
and they are confusing the already 
confused bobby socks situation by 
using the term “bobby-socks bri- 
gade” for their quarry, A sharp dis- 
tinction must be made between 
them and the ordinary adolescent, 
high school or college kid who calls 
her anklets bobby socks and who 
prefers a wrinkled, sloppy sock. 
“Sharp” is what the kids around 
the soda fountain say, but their 
vocabulary is limited. 

Anklets got their start out in 
Hollywood along with slacks about 
a dozen years ago when California’s 
young women found that anklets 
cut down their hosiery bills. In 
seven years, the production of auk- 
lets grew from ten million dozen 
pairs in 1936 to twenty-five million 
dozen pairs in 1943. 

The war has put thousands of 
women into overalls and slacks, re- 
quiring more anklets. And it forced 
many of them into socks by de- 
priving them of their silken and ny- 
lon hose. 

When the Japanese occupied 
Malaya’s rubber plantations, they 
took the stretch out of girdles and 
garter belts and left nothing from 
which to suspend long stockings. 
Hence the popularity of anklets. 


Games inventor 


The grand old man of games, 
George Parker, today at the age of 
80 has about a thousand game in- 
ventions to his credit, and he is 
still inventing them in his home at 
Salem, Mass. His first game he 
thought up while he was still in 
high school and on the strength of 
it he went into the game business 
then and there, and this same firm 
is still going strong. 

One of his masterpieces was Ping 
Pong, which he introduced in the 
90's. It is, of course, based on 
tennis, but the table version hinged 
on Mr. Parker's invention of a suit- 
able ball. The million-dollar name 
was acquired in his London office 
and no one seems to remember 
who thought of it. 

Another game of the 90's which 
is enjoying a revival today is Pit, 
the first of the games based on 
business speculation, Mr, Parker 
got the idea from the Chicago 
wheat pit scandal in the 90's. 

Camelot, which he introduced 
late, has had an enormous revival 
of interest since the start of the 
present war. The reason is said to 
be in its strategical similarity to 
the principles of hand-to-hand com- 
bat taught to our servicemen, 

Yet Camelot is based on Mr. 
Parker's youthful interest in chiv- 
alry and the jousting meets of 
knights in armor. He spent many 
years working out a game tech- 
nique that incorporated these same 
points of strategy—the result is a 
game that requires more strategi- 
cal skill but less mathematics than 
chess and so is easier to play. 


Says U.S. is Not a Democracy 


Constitution Declares It to 
Be Republic Which Is 


Different

Section four of 
article four says, specifically: “The 
United States shall guarantee to 
every state in this union a repub- 
lican form of government.” No- 
where in either the Declaration of} 
Independence or the Constitution 
down to this date does the word 
“democracy” or “democratic” occur

The democratic form of “pure 
democracy” as Mr. Morris calls it, 
is arbitrary rule by the majority. 
The representative feature of our 
government is purely republican. 
It is a system which strives to select 


superior men by the vote of the 
people to represent them intelli- 
gently, soberly and conscientiously 
and above all deliberately and thus 
guard them against impetuous, emo- 
tional and ili-advised mob judg- 
ments. It has been said, in dispar- 
agement of Congress, that simply is 
not so. Most, if not all, members 
of Congress are distinctly superior 
in knowledge and intelligence to 
the average of the voters who elect- 
ed them. 

The Democratic party has never 
had the reckless gall to advocate 
“pure democracy” but, having 
chosen the party label, and be- 
cause the rival party long ago stak- 
ed its claim to the title “republican” 
the Democratic party cannot afford 
to boost the republican system. 
Therefore it offers an imitation un- 
der the name of “representative de- 
mocracy.” The Republican party, on 
the other hand, is embarrassed by 
the awkwardness of the word “re- 
publicanism” whereas “democracy”

‘Soldier Lands 
Should Be Free 


Mortgage Ties: 


The Alberta government is pre- 
pared to do anything reasonable 
to assist returned servicemen in 
obtaining provincial lands for 
farming purposes on the easiest 
possible basis, but on no account 
should the land be tied up in any 
mortgage whatsoever, Hon. D. 
Bruce MacMillan, minister of ag- 
riculture, declared in an address 
here Thursday night. 

Speaking before a meeting of the 
East Edmonton Associated Social 
Credit groups, in the Social Credit 
hall, 9974 Jasper avenue, the min- 
ister said, “After our men have 
done their bit overseas, they should 
be secure on their farms after the 
war. 

“As far as you and I are concern- 
ed, there would be no regrets if 
farms were given free to returned 
servicemen,” he, said. 

Mr. MacMillan said he did not 


wish to see a soldier settlement | 
board, similar to the one created | 


at the end of the last war, operative 
again in the post-war years. 

He noted that under the new 
settlement scheme planned for re- 
turned men, interest rates for farm 
properties were somewhat lower 
than in the previous plan. 

“If it took six years to go broke 
at six per cent., then it will only 
take 10 years to go broke at five- 
per cent.,” the meeting was told. 


RECALLS RESOLUTION 

The minister recalled a resolution 
passed at the last session of the 
Alberta legislature, calling for can- 
cellation of existing soldier settler 
debts. “We ‘talk about the mort- 
gage companies turning people out 
for non-payment,” he said. “The 
Soldier Settler Board (as a govern- 
ment agency) did the same thing in 
our name,” 


Mr. MacMillan’s topic was 
“Some Problems of Agriculture.” 
He discussed the distribution 


problems of agricultural pro- 
ducts, stating that while farmers 
had produce for sale, they had no 
money, and consumers had no 
money to buy the produce. “We 
feel the solution is to put pur- 
chasing power into the hands of 
the consumer,” he said. “We must 
solve the economic problem to 


only be produced, but distributed 
as well.” 


One problem farmers have to

face is how long the market will 
last, the minister told listeners. A 
farmer might stock up in hogs, ma- 
chinery, or land, but if the market 
fails, the farmer fails. 

Referring to the post-war markets 
for Canadian agriculture, Mr, Mac- 
Millan gaid he believed there will 
be a market in Europe for some 
years to come—“But someone must 
give them the money to buy.” 


BRITISH MARKET 


“I have no doubt but that we will 
retain a certain part of the British 
market after the war,” he said. 

In trading on the world market, 
goods are paid for with goods, and 
with respect to British markets, this 
was to the advantage of other 
countries, 

Poland and Denmark, for ex- 
ample, would take British-made 
goods in exchange for farm pro- 
duce, while Canadian tariffs and 
the Canadian industrial set-up 
were against this exchange 
system, 

As to the British bacon market, 
Mr, MacMillan said there was rea- 
son to doubt Canada will have a 
large share after the war.

Two kinds of international courts 
would be desirable, 


military tribunals or commissions 


of the United Nations could be 
constituted an International Mili- 
tary Tribunal. As many of these 
courts could be quickly created as 
would be necessary to deal with 
the large dockets. Acting as a final 
appellate court and also as a court 
of original jurisdiction for the trial 
of the most important offenders 
would be ar International Criminal 
Court especially designated for this 
purpose. The judges would be 
appointed in the same manner as 
those chosen for the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. It 
would be desirable, as has been 
recommended by Professor Shel- 
don Glueck, that neutral nations 
be invited to designate represent- 
atives on these international courts. 
In this way these courts might best 
represent the conscience of all 
mankind. Indeed, it would be fit- 
ting that several outstanding pre- 
democratic jurists who were 
hounded out of Germany or Italy 
should be appointed to this court 
as distinguished citizens of the 
world and not as representatives 
of any particular country. 

In addition tothe criminal courts, 
special property courts should be 
created to determine disputes in- 
volving restitution of property. 

There remains one other form 
of restitution—labor. The dissolu- 
tion of the German army, Schutz- 
staggel and Sturm-Abteilung groups 
among others, will affect at least 
four million men, Of these, hun- 
dreds of thousands will have been 
sentenced to jail terms by national 
and international courts. These 
sentences will range up to life im- 
prisonment, Jail sentences should 
be served in labor battalions which 
will rebuild the devastated areas 
and help in the resettlement of 
families driven from their homes. 


MAINTAIN BALANCE 

Care must be taken to prevent 
too great an importation pf labor, 
which may injure the country to 
be restored, just as the flooding of 
German reparation goods after the 
first World War injured the 
markets of the creditors. A bal- 
ance must be maintained between 
the proper assistance required in 
the devastated areas and the un- 
employment problem in the assist- 
ed nation, The controls for main- 
taining such an equilibrium will be 
considered in the economic pro- 
gram to be applied. 

But subject to this limitation 
it is obvious justice as well as 
proper penalty that Germany 
should provide the manpower to 
rehabilitate the territories she 
has wantonly desolated. It was 
Frederich Froebel, the noted 
educator and founder of the 
kindergarten system, who said 
that children who destroyed other 
children’s toys should be made to 
replace them with their own, 
Mere verbal chastisement is in- 
effective. The Germans have 
proceeded on the theory that 
real wealth is labor and they 
should be required to pay partly 
in that coinage.

Everything possible would be 
done to provide workers while the 
hog and cattle runs remained heavy. 
Farmers who can be spared from 
land work have been asked to stay 
in the plants, and others, who left 
for seeding, have been requested to 
return as soon as possible.

TWO OBJECTIVES i 


For the two objectives must 
always be kept in mind. By for- 
feiting German sovereignty we 
punish her and protect ourselves, 
but we promise an end of the pro- 
bationary period and the restora- 
tion of Germany as an equal mem- 
ber of the international family, if 
she reforms. 

To eradicate her military clique 
down to its very roots, we decree 
capital punishment for the most 
conscienceless murderers in_his- 
tory. At the same time we free the 
German people from the leader- 
ship, subterranean or openly 
avowed, which has encouraged its 
repeated orgies of war lust. 

By restitution in the form of 
property and labor, we return to 
the victims some of the works ruth- 
lessly stolen or destroyed. At the | 
same time, the German people will 
be learning, too. They will learn 
the simple American slogan that 
crime does not pay. 


ECONOMIC JUSTICE 

Economic justice will be due all 
the peoples of the earth, whether 
they be citizens of large and power- 
ful nations, or small and weak 
ones; whether they be colonials 
under international supervision 
awaiting self-determination; whe- 
ther they be erstwhile enemies; 
yes, whether they be Nazis or Jap- 
anese. The German people may be 
deprived of sovereignty, but not of 
food.. Their preparation for inter- 
national co-operation must be 
founded on a healthy economy. 
One cannot educate them to polit- 
ical democracy while practicing 
economic autocracy against them. 
We have seen that economic dis- 
tress was not the cauge of Hitler- 
ism. Deeper, corrupt, super- 
national phobias drove the German 
people. 

But the community of nations 
must include the defeated peoples | 
on equal terms, in the economic 
peace or the world’s economic

China Suffers 
Large Number 


Of Casualties 


Casualties in the Chinese 
armed forces since the outbreak 
of Japanese aggression totals an 
estimated 2,500,000 men, and an 
overall total of between seven 
and eight millions including the 
civilian population, Dr. Bangnee 
A. Liu, Chinese educationist, 
stated on his arrival here Friday 
to address a meeting of the Ed- 
monton Branch of the Canadian 
Institute of International Affairs. 


At present Dr. Liu is engaged in 
the Chinese news service at New 
York. He is a forme. president of 
the China Indusirial Training In- 
stitute near Nanking, and has more 
than 16 years experience in educa- 
tional work in China. He has lec- 
tured extensively in the United 
States, and other countries, and has 
been a special lecturer at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Wellesley Col- 
lege and other U.S. universities. 
His subject here will be “China's 
Place in the United Nations.” 


Commenting on the internal post- 
war political and economic situa- 
in China Dr, Liu said it was 
anticipated that the Chinese com- 
munist party would co-operate with 
any democratic government formed. 
The party is now working actively 
in the war effort with the Red 
Army a+part of the Chinese na- 
tional army. ‘ 

He said that post-war plans for 
the industrialization of China 
were well advanced. Linked with 
this industrialization is the post- 
wor development of a net work 
of air, rail and highway com- 
munications planned for a 20- 
year period. 

Dr. Liu said that Chinese in- 
dustrial development was planned 
to keep the country abreast of the 


lother nations of the world, 


He said that the recent treaty 
signed between Canada and_ his 
country was a magnificent step in 


cementing the excellent relations 
that exist between the two coun- 
fries, and is a new indication of 


the importance of China in world 
affairs, 

This treaty and others which will 
follow, will bring to reality the 
potential market of 400,000,000 
people in China as customers for 
Canadian made goods. In the post 
war period this market will be- 
come a reality, now it is just a 
slogan, Dr. Liu said,

Ist Gas Attack 


On the afternoon of Thursday, 
April 22, 1915, just 29 years ago, 
there began one of the greatest 
of many great battles fought in 
the first Great War. 

The date is significant to Cana- 
dians in at least two respects: It 
was the first great engagement in 
which Canadian troops took part; 
and it was during this battle, the 
Second Battle of Ypres, that the 
Germans first resorted to the use 
of poison gas. 

Between 3 and 4 o’clock the fol- 
Jowing morning, on Friday, April 
23, a corporal of the gall@nt 8th 
Battalion (“Little Black Devils” 
from Winnipeg), watching the 
enemy lines from a parapet, saw a 
heavy “mist” break out of the Ger- 
man line about a quarter of a mile 
to the left. Almost immediately 
it belched out all along the line, 
and there came rolling slowly with 
the wind what a German professor 
later described “with ghoulish 
glee,” as the “mysterious terror of 
an uncanny greenish wall,” 

History records of this “terror”: 
“It moved up to the Canadian 
Parapet and monstrously heaved 
itself over into the trench, where 
it caught the men just as they 
were ‘standing to’. In a moment 
they were coughing, gasping, 
strangling, nearly blind, their 
faces contorted, and their bodies 
wilting in agony.”
